MCDONALD, distributor of the BPP newspaper in North Carolina. 
LARRY DONNELIw+EITTLE, head Of the BPP Chapter, continues to 
reside periodically at 1326 Oak, Street, residence of his mother 
OCHIE BELL LITTLE. IARRS/t.ITTL£ continues to receive telephone 
calls at both the underwood Avenue and Oak Street addresses 
since the BPP has been unable to raise money for a telephone 
installation at the Patterson Avenue address to date. ./^ 
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A. SOURCES OF INCOME 

During July, 1971, the group ordered or received an 
estimated 10,000 copies of the BPP iiej^paper, sales of which 
were under the direction of RUSSELr^ ^ONALD. Thi s appears to 
be the major source of income. *^^H^^^^^^^^^^ was not 
active during July, 1971, and tn^^^^^n^iarg^aonations 
noted. The BPP sponsored a solidarity rally for the High point 
Four at a public park in High Point, N. C, on 7/25/71. The 
announced intent was to gain moral and financial support for the 
High Point Four who are four young blacks who were arrested at 
BPP Headquarters following a shoot -out when the High Point 
police evicted them. Approximately 200 people attended the 
rally and donations were nominal.

The Winston^Salem group has requested permission from 
the California Headquarters to retain some of the money received
